COUNCIL YESTERDAY CONTRIBUTED THE SUM OF $4,000 ADDITIONAL 


General Committee Is Called To Meet This Morning at Eleven 
O'clock—Finance Committee Will Hold a Session at 
Ten O'clock—Citizens May Be Given a Chance 
To Make Contribution Today. 


One week from today Admiral Deway and Lieutenant Brumby, along 
wfth still another of the brave officers of the Manila fight, will reach 


the city. 

This is the latest official information, and means that every 
feature of the Dewey-Brumby reception must be rushed to com- 
pletion. Mayor Woodward has called a meeting of the general com- 
mittee for 11 o’clock this morning, and Chairman Pope has called 
a meeting of the finance Committee for 10 o’clock. 

It will be a double red letter day, will October 24th, and all of Georgia 
and the greater part of the south at large will just have time to shine 
their shoes, to get into their best clothes and head for the Gate City. 

The information concerning the nearness of the arrival of 
the great Dewey and his’ famous flag lieutenant, accompanied by 
Lieutenant Caldwell, of the Olympia, was conveyed in a telegram from 
Messrs. Tom Eglaston, Joseph T. Orme and Harvey Johnson to Mayor 
Woodward. Messrs. Egleston, Orme and Johnson compose a committee 
that went east three days ago to settle definitely by a consultation with 
Dewey and Brumby the time of their visit to Atlanta. How well this 
committee diq its work is told in the message which was received yester- 
day afternoon just before council adjourned. It follows: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., OCTOBER 16.—HON. JAMES G. WOOD- 
WARD, MAYOR, ATLANTA, GA.: INTERVIEW SATISFACTORY. 
APPEARS CERTAIN THAT ADMIRAL DEWEY AND LIEUTEN-

HOW THE DECISION WAS REACHED. 


The following telegraphic story from Washington tells how the 
committee went to work and how the time has been arranged through 
Brumby, and will today be confirmed by the admiral. For it is practical- 
ly certain that if there is any change at all from October 24th it will 
be a day earlier or a day later. This tells of the Washington conference: 


Washington, October 16.—(Special.)—Admiral Dewey will visit Atlanta 
the 24th instant. Such is his present intention, unless some unforeseen 
G@emand upon his presence here should be made in the meantime. 

The admiral arrived here this evening, accompanied by Lieutenant 
Brumby. The hour of his arrival was not generally known, hence there 
was but little demonstration over him as he walked briskly out of the 
Pennsylvania raliiroad depot and proceeded to his apartments in the 
Everett flat, on H street, between Seventeenth and Eighteenth streets. 
His apartmnts are modest, but comfortably furnished, Dut there is no 
attempt at display or extravagance in the interior decorations. The 
Everett is a small apartment house, near the Metropolitan Club, of 
which he is a member. Admiral Schley also has apartments in the 
same house. 

The admiral declined to receive visitors tonight, but made an excep- 
tion for two or three personal friends. Soon after the admiral ‘arrived 
here he was informed that a delegation representing the city of At- 
lanta desired to confer with him relative to fixing a date for hjs visit 
to that city. He made an appointment to meet the delegation tomor- 
row at 11 o’clock. The delegation is composed of Thomas Egleston, Jo- 
seph T. Orme and Harvey Johnson. Messrs. Eglestcn and Orme were 
schoolmates with Lieutenant Brumby, consequently they encountered but 
little difficulty in arranging the interview with the admiral through his 
trusted flag lieutenant. 

This evening the delegation entertained Lieutenants Brumby and Cald- 
well at dinner in the Shoreham hotel. It appears that the admiral 
has given some thought to his proposed visit south during his recent 
absence from Washington, and he will try to arrange has plans to visit 
Atlanta about the 24th instant. The Southern Railroad Company will 
furnish him and his party with one of the handsomest trains that ever 
rolled southward. 


DEPARTURE OF THE COMMITTEE FOR THE EAST. 


The members of the general committee in charge of the Dewey-Brumby 
reception have been desirous from the first of the preparations of securing 
a definite date from Dewey and Brumby in order that they might have 
something definite around which to arrange their programme. 

It was also the desire of the committee to annoy as little as possible the 
admiral and Brumby, and during the time {t was understood that the admiral— 
and therefore Brumby—could ‘not come to Atlanta before November Ist. it 
Was decided to defer as long as possible the sending of a committee to secure 
a positive date. At a meeting ,.of the general committee on Friday, however, 
it was stated by a member that Harvey Johnson was going to New York 
and that he might be delegated a committee of one to confer with Lieutenant, 
Brumby, and through the lieutenant with Admiral Dewey, and get from them 
a date upon which they would visit the city. Mr, Johnson stated that if the 
committee desired it, he would be pleased to take up the matter, but sug- 
gested that the committee be composed of Thomas Egleston and Joseph T. 
Orme, both schoolmates of Brumby, and himself. This suggestion was quick- 
ly adopted, and at midnight Saturday the three gentlemen left the city to find 
Dewey and Brumby, wherever the two might be. It was decided, incidentally, 
that no mention should be made of the committee’s trip until it had secured a 
definite reply from Dewey and Brumby. 


CALL IS MADE FOR QUICK WORK. 


While there is to be a “‘definite’’ arrangement of data today, it is assured 
almost beyond a doubt that the time announced by the committee will not be 
changed; and that if changed, but slightly. 

In fact, so certain do the members of the general committee and the mayor 
feel in the matter that a meeting of the entire committee is called for 11 
o'clock this morning, and a meeting of the finance committee is called for 10 
o'clock this morning by Chairman Pope, who wishes it stated that a change 
of time was necessitated by reason of the late developments. 

With only seven days ahead, including a Sunday—six working days—the 
committee members realize that a single misstep or any sort of delay may 
render chaotic the well planned campaign of welcome that has been mentally 
mapped out for the two heroes. , 

Not only that, but an additional hero is added to Atlanta’s guest-roll, and 
an additional touch must be forthcoming. With not a moment to be lost, the 
various committee chairmen urge that a complete attendance occur in the 
council chamber at 11 o'clock this morning, as the sub-committees will be 
called upon to go to work instanter.

This resolution was defeated. 

The matter of acting on the bids for 
electric light came before the meeting 
on motion to suspend the rules in order 
that Hamilton Douglas, representing citi- 
zens who had signed a petition asking for 
competition in electric lighting, might 
be heard. 

Councilman W. 8S. Thomson, chairman of 
the electric lght committee made the 
principal address of the afternoon on the 
question of granting the bids and spoke 
in support of the minority report which 
was submitted by him. 

Councilman Burns, speaking for the ma- 
jority members of tne committee, made an 
address in which he/akswered Colonel 
Thomson and spoke-~for the adoption of 
lae majority report, giving the reasons of 
the majority for accepting the bid of the 
Georgia Electric Light Company.

AT MIDNIGHT EVERYTHING WAS QUIET 


Trouble Sprung Out of the Recent 
Strike of the Whites Against the 
Blacks at the Knitting Mill. 
Mass Meeting To Be 
Held Today. 


Barnesville, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)— 
At 10 o’clock tonight the police reported 
to Mayor Kennedy that forty to fifty ne- 
groes were assembled near the square, 
with rifles and clubs, evidently preparing 
for a midnight attack. The mayor at 
once ordered out the Barnesville Blues 
and in less than an hour the city was un- 
der military rule and every vestige of a 
mob had disappeared. Captain Swatts 
posted sentinels at every entrance to the 
square with instructions to arrest all 
comers. 

The city at this hour—midnight—is as 
quiet as a graveyard and no further trou- 
ble is feared. 

The cause sf the mobilization of negroes 
is supposed to be the outcome of the 
strike which occurred at the Oxford knit- 
ting mills last week. The white operatives 
refused to work with negroes. The mat- 
ter was adjusted, but not until every ne- 
gro had left the mill. Numerous notices 
have been posted by unknown parties 
warning negroes not to return to their 
occupations. This has aroused the negroes 
and it is presumed they are resenting the 
threats. 

Several depredations have recently been 
perpetrated on innocent negroes which 
the best citizens deprecate. Mayor Ken- 
nedy drove through the negro quarters 
tonight and, though he warned them 
against disorder and violence, he assured 
He ‘advised 


them to remain at home and assist him 


them the city’s protection.

Over Four Hundred Men Marched 
Into Valdosta Sunday Night 


T0 GET TWO MURDERERS 


The Mob Blockades the Armory Steps 
To Check the Military, 


THEN CUTS ROPE OF ALARM BELL 


Delegation Then Visits the Jail and 
Demands Jim Golden and Wash 
Powell, but the Prisoners 
Had Been Taken to 
Waycross. 


Valdosta, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)— 
Last night the county jail here was for 
the second tims the scene of a mob who 
were after the two prisoners Who mur- 
dered Henry Vickers, some three weeks 
ago. The citizens of Valdosta, in some 
way, were several days ago notified of 
the coming of the mob last night, and the 
two prisoners—Jim Goddin and Wash 
Powell—were put on the train last night 
at 8 o’clock and sent to Waycross. 

The mob was a little over four hundred 
strong, and came with the determination 
of taking the prisoners, despite ‘the con- 
sequences. About 11 o’élock last night 
about twenty-five men marched into the 
armory steps, blockading the same s0 
that the military company could not arm 
themselves. About five or six then went 
around to the city hall and cut the rope, 
£0 that no alarm could be given to the 
military company. All this was quietly 
dore, and about 12 o’clock about two 
hundred landed at the jail and aroused 
the jailer, saying that they were afier 
the murderers of Henry Vickers. The 
jailer assured them that the two men 
had been taken away to Waycross, but a 
thorough search was made before the 
men went away. They said that they 
wanted it understood they were in no 
way connected with the other mob, and 
that they themselves meant business. 
They further stated that they had then 
two hundred more men in reserve on the 
outskirts of the city, which would make 
over four hundred in all. 

It was an early hour 
before the men cispersed. 

The following is a.short synopsis of the 
crime. About four weeks ago, Henry 
Vickers, a prosperous farmer and mer- 
chant near Mineola, about five miles from 
here, was found dead in a well near his 
store early one morning. The verdict of 
the coroner’s jury was that Jim Goddin 
and Wash Powell, two negroes, were the 
guilty parties, and they were immediately 
jodged in jail. The evidence was pretty 
strong against the negroes, and a small 
mob once before this attempted to storm 
the jail and take the negroes, bit was 
forced away by the military company. 

About a week ago Wash Powell, one of 
the negroes, made a confession, in which 
he said that Jim Goddin, his partner, did 
the work, and that what he did was at 
the point of Goddin’s pistol. This must 
have aroused the sentiment near Mineola, 
and perhaps was the result of last night’s 
work. The murdered man was very pop- 
ular in his neighborhood, ard had the 
reputation of a good, law-abiding citizen. 
Every effort for a special term of court 
to try the negroes is being made, and it 
is hoped that they will be disposed of by 
law at an early day. Every precaution is 
is being taken, as it is feared the ne- 
groes will be taken at any time. This is 
the largest number of people that ever 
gathered together in this county for the 
purpose of taking a prisoner. 

The two negroes are now in safekeeping 
at some other jail, and, no doubt, will 
stay there till a trial for them is pro- 
curcd. The citizens of the county have 
been pleaded with to let the law take its 
course, and no doubt that kept the 
community quiet as long as it did.

REAGAN VACATED THE RULE. 
PRAYER OF PROHIBITIONISTS 
OF SPALDING DENIED. 


Judge Decides That Power of Pass- 
ing Upon Voters’ Qualifications 
Belongs to Registrars. 


McDonough, Ga., October 16.—(Special.) 
Another chapter in the heated prohibition 
election about to take place in Spalding 
county was conpleted here today. The 
prohibitionists of that county, represent- 
ed by their attorneys, Colonel Thomas 
Patterson and Judge R. T. Daniel, pre- 
sented to Judge Reagan their petition 
praying that the court grant a writ of 
prohibition restraining the Spalding conn 
ty board of registrars from qualifying 
certain persons to vot? alleged to ve 
illegal voters. The attorneys representing 
the defendants, Judge J. S$. Boynton, 
Colonel Lloyd Cleyeland and Colonel W. 
E. Searcy, moved to vacate the rule of 
nisi granted by Judge Reagan at Zebulon 
last week, and argued that the court had 
no jurisdiction to say how the board of 
registrars should exercise the rigiht given 
by the law creating such board, and that 
the court could not pass upon the ques- 
tion of whether th¢ir acts were right or 
wrong. . 

The whole afternoon was consumed in 
the hearing, and at its conclusion Judge 
Reagan vacated the rule nisi and refused 
to grant the writ of prohibition on the 
ground that such powers of passing upon 
the qualification of voters are given the 
board of registrars, and, as it had not 
been shown that they have exceeded 
their authority in so doing, he had no 
jurisdiction over them in their exercise 
of such powers. 

This decision does not decide the ques- 
tion of whether the registrars are right 
cr wrong ir their interpretation of che 
registration act, but ft establishes a pre- 
cedent as to how far the jurisdiction of 
the superior court over the county board 
of registration goes. 

Judge Reagan said that the registrars 
erred in their decision, but held that ne 
had. no jurisdiction in the matter, that 
their decision was final.

In a glorious breeze, over a windward 
and jJeeward course of thirty miles, the 
Columbia against the Shamrock 
today in the first race of the 1899 series 
for the trophy. She bounded across the 
finish line fully a mile and a half ahead 
of the challenger, defeating her by ten 
minutes and eight seconds corrected time 
after allowing the six handicap 
which the Columbia must concede to the 
challenger on account of her longer ‘water 
line. 

It was a decisive contest, a magnificent 
Tace, magnificently sailed and magnifi- 
cently won. Opinion as to the merits of 
the two boats had been somewhat divided 
as a result of the flukes during the past 
two weeks. Although the preponderance 


scored 


seconds 


loyalty to the wonderful speed and abili- 
ty of the white flyer, no nautical sharp 
expected that the Shamrock would be so 
overwhelmingly vanquished as she was in 
today’s royal struggle. The yankee boat 
out-generaled her at the start, beat her 
hopelessiy in windward ‘work to the out- 
ward mark and gained twenty-two sec- 
onds on therun home before the wind. 

There was a good, strong, ten to 
twelve knot breeze and it held through- 
out the race. It is undoubtedly a bitter 
blow to the English, for their hopes of 
lifting the cup have never been higher 
since the Thistle met the Volunteer in 
1887. Like the Shamrock, she was de- 
cisively defeated in the first hour’s sail- 
ing. 

The Cup Is Safe. 

The regatta committee, as a result of 
the showing made by the oClumbia to- 
day are convinced that the cup is safe. 
Biow high or low, the Columbia, it is be- 
lieved by her manager, Mr. Iselin, can 
beat the Shamrock. Sir Thomas, like the 
true sportsman that he is, confessed 
after the race that he had been fairly 
beaten. He fiad no apologies to make. 

Today’s race ‘was a magnificent duel 
and made up for the repeated disappoint- 
mepts, The prospects were not alluring, 
Still the mist wreaths were carried along 
by a good ten-knot breeze right in. from 
the east and the old shell backs said 
there was more wind where that came 
from. But the excursionists who went 
down thé bay were not very hopeful until 
they got ouside. The low clouds over- 
head shut out the sky and the streaked 
water matched them. The mist made 
everything jook ghost-like and indistinet. 
The shores were uncertain and shadowy. 
The sailg of the oyster fleet ‘were simply 
gray dots in the thaze. The meteoric tor- 
pedo boats were like’ biack shadows 
flitting across the water. The only color 
in the dull landscape were the ensigns 
and brilliant streams of checkered flags 
which adorned the excursion fleet and 
the dash of red from the big hulk of the 
lightship. Outside the wind was fresher 
and whipped some foam out of the waves. 
Both yachts were towed out from the 
anchorages and raised mainsails before 
casting off. Mrs. Iselin was not deterred 
by bad weather and was conspicuous on 
the Columbia, ‘wrapped up like an old 
salt in a yellow oilskin. 

The crew had on their working suits of 
white and wore watch caps of black and 
red, Mr. Iselin’s private colors. 

Several of the crew of the Shamrock 
had on soutnhwesters. From the truck of 
the Shamrock’s tcpmast floated Lipton’s 
flag, a green shamrock in a yellow field. 
The wind kept freshening all the way out 
to the lightship and the seas split more 
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| of their froth. No large assemblage was 
on hand to witness the start, the repeated 
flukes having made the public very chary. 
A few sidewheelers, the regular ficet of 
ocean-going tugs and a score or two of 
steam yachts were all. 

The Start Is Made. 

Promptly at 10 o'clock the committee 
boat signaled the course, fifteen miles 
dead into the eye of the wind to the east- 
ward and return, Both yachts set No. 2 
club topsaijls, their skippers evidently 
agreeing that it would not be wise to car- 
ry large sky scrapers in such a breeze. 
Just as the warning gun boomed, a driv- 
ing mist swept in from the east, beating 
into the faces of the patriots and add- 
ing to their discomfort. There was some 
lively jockeying behind the line before the 
start and the Columbia got the better of 
it. She clearly out-maneuvered her rival, 
eventuaily forcing her over the line first 
by half a length, but leaving the Colum- 
bia in the weather position. 

Close hauled on the starboard tack the 
yachts plunged seaward, heeling to the 
twelve-knot breeze, The first few min- 
utes of the race were the most interesting. 
They made a pretty picture as they raced

It was soon apparent that 
the white fiyer was. forging ahead, The 
clear water began to show between them, 
The Columbia not only seemed to outfoot 
the challenger, but experts saw that she 
pointed higher. It was astonishing how 
she sliced her way up into the wind. 


| Within fifteen minutes she had a lead of 


five lengths and from that time on the 
race was hers. The patriots were jubilant 
and the bands, which began playing, never 
stopped until the race was over. The 
Columbia seemed more tender than the 
foreigner, showing yards of her bronze un- 
derbody as she leaned away with her lee 
rail almost awash. Steadily she continued 
to draw ahead until, within half an hour, 
having unequivocally demonstrated her 
superiority in windward work, it became 
only a question of how far the white flyer 
would beat her to the outer mark. 
Sea Grows Turbulent. 

As the yachts got further out the seas 
grew more turbulent and the spray spurt- 
ed higher from their bows. Many excur- 
sionists came to grief and the tub boats, 
plunging through the head seas, sent the 
spray aloft to their pilot houses. T @: 
work of the patrol fleet was perfect. The 
revenue Cutters line ahead to leeward and 
the torpedo boats line abreast astern held 
the yacis: in the hollow of a right angle, 
which changed direction with each tack 
and kept the yachts as free from inter- 
ference as if they had been sailing in the 
middle of the Atlantic. 

ihe Shamrock fcoted valiantly, but 
neither in speed nor in pointing could she 
compare with the Columbia. The three 
skippers on the Shamrock put their heads 
together and tried new tactics, The Sham- 
rock made a dozen short boards. Evident- 
ly her skippers were under the impression 
that she was quicker on her heel and bet- 
ter at iore-reaching than the yankee, but 
the Columbia proved as nimble as the 
Shamrock. Timed by a stop watch both 
boats were fifteen seconds in stays, and 
when the Britishers write home they will 
tell their friends that the white beauty 
was fully as clever as the challenger at 
fore-reaching. When the Shamrock got 
through with this line of tactics, the 
Columbia had Q:creased her leayw until she 
was half a mile ahead. At the end of 
another half hour as the wind continued 
to freshen, the Shamrock took jn her baby 
jib topsails, figuring that without this 
light head sail, she might be able to hug 
the wind closer. The Columbia held on 
to hers and as the Shamrock did not im- 
prove hér position at the end of ten min- 
utes, her skippers again set the sail. By 
1 o'clock the Shamrock was fully a mile 
and a half astern and the Columbia was 
a winner all over, As the Associated Press 
boat, on her way to the outer mark, 
passed the Manning, Captain Evans, who 
was on the bridge, shouted: 

‘‘Ain’t she a peach?” 

Columbia Does Pretty Work. 

Nothing could have been prettier than 
the way the Columbia swept around the 
outer mark, gracefully as a swan. Both 
boats had edged far to the southward of 
their course and as the rules require that 
the mark should be passed on the star- 
board hand, the Columbia tacked down to 
port and came over on the starboard tack 
as she approached the float. As she neared 
it her spinnaker pole was like a knight’s 
lance at rest. As she swung around she 


eased off her mainboom, let her spinnaker 
pole drop to port, and breaking out the 
cloud of canvas; fled homeward like a 
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scared deer. Her big balloon jib blossom- 
ed out forty-eight seconds later. The 
few ships of the excursion fleet at the 
outer mark gave her a rousing reception. 
The Shamrock was already hopelessly 
beaten. A quarter of 4 mile from the 
home run the Columbia crossed the path 
of the Shamrock, still beating to. wind- 
ward, and robbed her of the wind for a 
minute as she went past. It was nine 
minutes and forty-nine seconds later when 
the Shamrock swung round the mark and 
squared away for the finish. The excur- 
sion boats, however, hung on until she 
had rounded‘and gave her an ovation. 

Columbia was already almost two miles 
away, and in the thickening mist conld 
hardly be discerned. The bells in the 
engine rooms of the excursion boats 
jingled for full speed, and they went 
plowing down on either side of the course 
to be in at the death. Sir Thomas's 
steam yacht Erin, +however, remained 
abeam of the challenger, giving what 
moral support. he could to his beaten 
boat. Sir Thomes and his friends aboard 
looked fully as disconsogite as they felt. 
Some of them seemed t have lost inter- 
est, and were hanging over the rail, look- 
ing down at the water. Sir Thomas, how- 
ever, rerrained on the. bridge with his 
eyes glued on the. boat tn which his 
hope had so lately centered, and a group 
of sailors forward seemed to be trying 
to make out the outlines of the vanishing 
yankee in the thick gloom. 

Victor Proudly Greeted. 

There was a scul-stirring scene as the 
Columbia approached the finish. The ex- 
cursion boats had gathered there in @ 
semi-circle to g@ive her welcome, and as 
she swept across the finish, bedlam broke 
loose, The steam whistles. shricked, 
sirens wailed, the Corsair, the flagship of 
the New York Yacht Club, and several 
yachts flung their powder into smoke, 
and multitudes on the decks of the side- 
wheelers cheered. The Corsair hauled 
down all her private signals and set old 
glory at each masthead and gaff and taff- 
rail. The crew of the Columbia gathered 
aft, hurrahed with bared heads, then, as 
she lowered her headsails and took the 
tow line from her tender, the crowd walt- 
ed over ten minutes until Shamrock had 
crossed and the fleet had given her sten- 
terian expression of good will. Then 
they turned on their heels and scampered 
after Columbia, crowding about her and 
cheering her again and again, while the 
bands played ‘‘Hail Columbia,’ ‘‘Yankee 
Dcodle’’ and other patriotic airs. They 
escorted her all the way down to her 
anchorage inside the Hook. The official 
summary is: 

Start—Columbia, 
11:01:08. 

Finish—Columbia, 
4:05:10. 

Elapsed time—Columbia, 4:33:53; Sham- 
rock, 5:04:07. 

Oorrected time—Columbia, 4:53:53; Sham- 
rock, 5:04:01. 

Thus Columbia won by 10 minutes 14 
seconds actual and 10 minutes 8 seconds 
corrected time. 

The elapsed time of the Columbia for 
the fifteen miles to the outer mark was 
2 hours 47 minutes 18 seconds; of the 
Shamrock, 2 hours 57 minutes 5 seconds; 
showing Columbia's gain from the actual 
start had been 9 minates 52 seconds. 

The elapsed time of the Columbia from 
the outer mark to the finish was two 
hours, six minutes, forty seconds; Sham- 
rock two hours, seven minutes, two sec- 
onds, showing that in the fifteen mile run 
before the wind the Columbia had gained 
twenty-two seconds. 

The race tomorrow will be over the 
triangular course, ten miles to the leg, 
and the Shamrock ‘will have an opportuni- 
ty to show what she can do at her favo- 
rite point of sailing. 

The weather officer here received the 
following dispatch tonight from Willis 
Moore, chief of the bureau at Washing- 
ton: 

“During Tuesday the wind will be from 
the easterly to southerly with a velocity 
of from ten to twenty miles an hour.” 

Lipton Is Satisfied. 

Sir Thomas Lipton took ‘his defeat with 
the spirit of a true sportsman. 

“It was a fair and square race,’ said 
he. ‘‘We were beaten fairly. No two 
boats ever sailed a better race and they 
were equally well handled as far ag I 
could see.”’ 

Speaking of the Coiumbia he said: 

“She is a fine, fast -boat and ‘was 
spiendidly sailed. We gave her three 
rousing cheers and her people responded 
right heartily. Mr. Iselin and those as- 
sociated with him on board are honorable 
gentlemen and I wish to say that it is a 
pleasure to sail against such competi- 
tors.”’ ’ 

Asked if he wished to say something 
about the Shamrock, Sir Thomas said: 

‘*My boat was well sailed and the gails 
were well handled. I have no complaint. 
As I said: before, it was a square race 
and we were fainly beaten. We shall have 
another race tomorrow, I thape, and I 
think there will be plenty of wind for 
both yachts.”’ 

Al] those on board the Erin who saw 
the race agreed that there were no flukes 
and that both yachts were sailed on their 
merits. 

When the Associated Press reporter 
visited the St. Michael after the race C, 
Oliver Iselin, Mrs. Iselin and a party of 
friends had just arrived from the Colum- 
bia and ‘were gathered aft of the little pi- 
jot house. There was no particular sign of 
exultation, though (Mr. Iselin did look 
extremely well satisfied. 

“TI don’t know,” he said, ‘‘that I have 
any particular comment to make. We 
won today because we had the better 
boat. I thave felt that all along; now 
others, I think, will admit it. We are 
ready to race tomorrow, and as for wind 
and sea, we are prepared to take our 
chances ‘with both. The boat sailed well 
today. During the ‘F we did not have

The crew of the Columbia wag boarding 
the .tender for supper as the reporter 
drew away. Their enthusiasm was a lit- 
tle more apparent than that of the Iselin 
group and Captain Barr, who sat in the 
stern of his boat, smiled in his own quiet 
way.

of life, and that affects all classes of people. 
If we are to have the greater evil in a legalized 
form—a system of gambling that drains the 
community and enriches Wall street—then I 
see no good reason why betting on a horse 
race should not be allowed. The latter is more 
beneficial in that it creates stock farms an1 
encourages the raising of fine blooded horses, 
There sre ordinances embraced in the city 
code that allow arrests to be madecupon ‘‘sus- 
picion’’ and “‘idling and loitering’’ which are 
not enforced with that degree of care antl 
judgement that should be used in the carrying 
out the intent of the general council In passing 
sich laws, The ordinance whigh I send back 
to council without mv approval is of the same 
class of legislation and subject to the same 
abuse. 
Unless the ordinance upon the question of 
“suspicion’’ and ‘idling and _ Ioitering’’ are 
treated with more discretion and’ judgment in 
the future than they have been in the past, I 
shall bring the matter to the attention of 
council in order that better safeguards in the 
interest of innocence may be thrown around 
them or that you repeal them entirely. It is 
better that ten suspicious characters should be 
allowed to nass by than that one innocent 
person that has committed no offense should be 
punished.

until such a law is passed. We have 
urged it; we have done what we could 
to promota it; but in some quarters 
our arguments have been met with the 


protest that all this is but another 
step in the direction of centraliza- 
tion. Well, centralization is a big 
' word; but we reserve our fright until 
it means something serious. We are 
| afraid of it when it steps in and takes 
| away from the states the rights and 
|powers that are resarved to them un- 
'der the constitution; otherwise it is 
but a harmless expletive misused by 
those who have met with it in ora- 
tions and misunderstood by those who 
have not taken the trouble to get at 
its political meaning. 

What power will national quarantine 
regulations take away from a state? 
|The answer to this may be found in 
_the existing contest between Louisiana 
and Texas. But littla more fuel is 
| needed to kindled a war, for panic is 
i 


as desperate aS a cornered cur. Fear 
gives it courage to rip and tear and 
kill. Louisiana has no power to move 
| the goods of her merchants into Texas 
_Indeed, matters have reached such a 
pass that only the United Stateg 
troops could remove the embargo, and 
after it is removed, who will handla 
and consume the goods that may be 
sent from New Orleans? ‘The whole 
situation, which is a very unhappy 
/one, has grown out of the powerless 
condition of the statas with respect 
to quarantine. They cannot go be- 
yond their own borders; they cannot 
protect their own commerce and traf- 
fic; they find themselves isolated and 
their trade ruined py wnreasoning 
panic, and there-is no help for it. As a 
last resort, they may appeal to the 
supreme court, but such a movement, 


‘ 


| in the very nature of things, is a mere 
aggravation of tha situation, 

Panic knows no law, and fears none, 
those who are infected by it will al- 
low themsaives to be shot, or hanged, 
or drawn and quartered with serene 
composure. They are not afraid of 
death; they are afraid of yellow fever. 
Smallpox, typhoid fever, diphtheria, 
meningitis, tuberculosis (which 1s 
more infectiaus than any disease) ar@ 
nothing to them; but just whisper 
yellow fever, and their teeth begin to 
chatter and their faces are blanche 
with a nameless fear; humanity, be- 
nevolence, all things that make life 
worth living are forgotten; down 
comes the shotgun, and straightway 
the) quarantine is on. It is on against 
the weak and helpless as well as 
against the strong. All human rela- 
tions.are lost sight of, and yren go 
abroad inflamed with terror and ready 
to commit any crime in the name of 
fear. 

Such is the situation on tha Texas 
border. Terror has taken charge of 
affairs, and will remain in command 
until cold weather intervenes and cures 
the dementia. The one remedy for 
such manifestations is a national quar- 
tine law broad enough in its provi- 
sions to meet every emergency. Un- 
der such a law interstate traffic might 
be embarrassed to some extent, but it 
would not be wiped out, and there 
would be no panics. The people would 
understand that thea whole business of 
fumigation and disinfection was fn the 
hands of impartial experts who Would 
have no interest in promoting trade at 
the expense of health. We should 
hear no more of shotgun quaran- 
tines, and there would be no basts 
for irritation or ill feeling be- 
tween states, or between communitias 
in different states, 

Nor would the states surrender any 
rights they now have; on the contra- 
trary, they would acquire facilities and 
prerogatives which they do not now 
possess, and in these commercial days, 
new facilities and methods amount, 
in «fect, to hew rights. The diffi- 


culties of the present situation would 
disappear, and the people, knowing 
that the matter would be managed

THE BRITISH SIDE 
OF BOER CONTROVERSY 


To one who left London when the Boer 
controversy was at fevef heat, it was no 
surprise to learn on landing on this side 
that the Boers had assumed the aggres- 
sive and forced the issue of war. It was 
the end and aim of British policy to force 
either that or such a humiliating back- 
down as would have condemned Kruger 
forever in the eyes of his people, and no- 
body in London expected anything but 
war. 

Great Britain as a whole has counted 
upon war from the first of this controver- 
Sy. It is not saying too much to say that 
the British government, the business 
world and the masses of the people have 
not only expected it, but have hoped for 
it. They all believed it would come and 
that in the end it would mean the destruc- 
tion of the South African republic as a po- 
litical entity. 


for some months the feeling that war 
was inevitable wag practically unanimous. 
The big papers sent their war correspond- 
ents to the scene, though editorially they 
were talking about the certainty of a 
peaceful solution of the trouble. They 
had, however, inside tips from the gov- 
ernment that war was coming. I was with 
Burleigh, of The Daily Telegraph, who 
did such splendid work for that great pa- 
per in the Kitchener campaign, the night 
before he sailed for Cape Town, and in his 
talk with a lot of us he disclosed the fact 
that his people were acting on the cer- 
tainty in the foreign and colonial offices 
that war was inevitable. 

There were demonstrations and counter- 
demonstrations for political effect, but it 
is certainly true that the great masses of 
the English people are at heart with 
Chamberlain and the government. The 
peace party has been very aggressive. It 
was made up principally, if not wholly, 
of the political opponents of the party in 
power, with @ strong smattering of the 
‘‘non-conformist’”’ clergy and laity, In 
British politics the non-conformists can 
always be relied upon to oppose the gov- 
ernment for the very good reason that the 
established church is always with the gov- 
ernment. The non-conformist clergyman Is 
as certainly ‘‘agin’’ the government as is 
the Irishman when he first lands at Castle 
Garden, 

This opposition to the Chamberlain pol- 
icy endeavored to create the impression 
that the British workingman is opposed 
to this war, and in every possible way 
the prejudices of the working classes were 
appealed to. It was pointed out with greut 
eloquence that the very men who weuld 
plunge the nation into war for the osten- 
sible reason that British in the Transvaal 
are not given the elective franchise, have 
all their lives been opposing the extgn- 
sion of franchise rights to workingmen at 
home, Such an argument might be ex- 
pected to be\most effective, but it was 
not. In knocking about London on the 
busses, about the shops, in the trains, I 
talked with men jn all stages of life, and 
if the talk of these men is any fair crite- 
rion by which to gauge public sentiment— 
and I think it is the best—90 per cent of 
the people of England are back of Cham- 
berlain. ; 

The franchise talk had no effect for this 
reason: Everybody realizes that the ques- 
tion whether the Uitlanders are given a 
vote or whether they are not has in 
reality no more to do with the 
than the flowers-that-bloom-in-the- 
spring-tra-la had to do with the case in 
“The Mikado.” Back of that is, first, the 
question whether the government of Great 
Britain is going to stand up to the Brit- 
ish wherever they may be; and, second, 
Whether Great Britain is, or is not, to be 
the dominant power in South African af- 
fairs. 


Case 


In the first of these questions there 
is involved the entire English colonial pol- 
icy. If Englishmen who go out and devel- 
op the waste places of the earth in the 
name of the queen and for the purpose of 
securing to London the control of the gold 
product of the world are not to be pro- 
tected—if they are not to be given every 
right to which they feel themselves en- 
titled—then this colonial empire must 
come tumbling down. 

Then about South Africa. English blood 
and English treasure have been poured in 
down there to secure every possible point 
of vantage in that richest of all undevel- 
oped countries, The British right to con- 
trol has been acknowledged by the Boers 
in all their treaties and conventions and 
there no disposition. in London. to let 
them, either in their own interest or that 
of any other power, back out of such ac- 
knowledgment now.

in sympathy with Chamberlain's position 
and now that his policy has forced the 
Boers to declare war, he is the most popu- 
lar man in the United Kingdom, 


While it has been the purpose of the 
government to force war, there has at no 
time been a prebability of Great Britain 
making any open declaration. The queen 
has been opposed to any more War dur- 
ing her life; and while she has no voice 
in the government, her wishes have been 
respected to the extent of forcing the 
Boers to commit the overt act. But all the 
time war was inevitable. The burden of 
the overt act has been put upon the 
Boers, but they acted in self-defense. The 
British have forced it because it has ap- 
pealed to British pride, the British heart, 
and what is more important, the British 
pocketbook. 


Business London looks at the problem 
this way: We must retain our supremacy 
down there because it is worth retaining 
from a pounds and shillings standpoint. 
To do this will require either an army to 
stand as a constant reminder to the Boers, 


lion ponds a year; or there must bea 
war now at a probable cost of tem million 
or twelve million pounds, which is cheap. 
Business London rekoned the immedi- 
ate cash outlay and the interest on the 
money in either case, and declared in fa- 
vor of the war. 

This is the British attitude toward the 

‘war question. 

I am, of course, giving only that side. 
The English are confident that the result 
will be the wiping out of the South Af- 
rican republic and the strengthening of

‘Blunders in Language.” 


Editor Constitution—In The Constitution’s 
Sunday ‘edition 6f October Ist, ‘‘F. G. Derby- 
shtre’’ called attention to what he was pleased 
to term ‘Blunders in Language,’’ and made 
excuses for his boldness in taking the liberty 
of making a few remarks concerning them. He 
did well to erave consideration, when he essay- 
ed to correct through the medium of incor- 
rectness. In his criticism of ‘‘several of your 
correspondents,’’ he remarked that they ‘‘fre- 
quently use the preposition ‘‘from’’ instead of 
“‘at,’’ and proceeded to say that ‘‘a person may 
graduate ‘‘at’’ Harvard university, but not 
‘‘from’’ said university. 

But, regretting the necessity of a difference, 
not of opinion, but of fact, verified by the best 
usage, we feel called upon to state that to be 
correct one must say of a@ person: ‘‘He is a 
graduate of Harvard, or, he was graduated 
from Harvard. 

‘“‘Another great mistake,’’ said your corre- 
spondent, ‘‘is to use should instead of would.’’ 
He meant, of course, in such instances where 
“‘would’’ is evidently the correct word. But, 
to use it, as he used it in the sentence in which 
he said: “I would lke is correct,’’ fs to vio- 
late the most simple and positive principles 
governing the use of shall and will, would and 
should. 

Alfred G. Compton, in ‘‘Some Common Er- 
rors of Speech,’’ condemns, without appeal, the 
use of will or would, with such verbs as like, 
prefer, wish, fear and others expressing in- 
voluntary states of mind. Mr. Compton, in his 
book, gives numerous examples of the pre- 
vailing misuse of these words in daily papers, 
campaign speeches and current literature. 

After these ‘‘shocking utterances,’’ he takes 
pleasure in noting ‘‘how the masters use these 
words,’’ and gives examples from Shakespeare, 
Charles Lamb, William Black, Ruskin, Dick- 
ens, George Eliot and others. 

I withhold an apology for these lengthy re- 
marks, knowing that The ae, recog- 
nizes that our language is our most precious 
possession, and feeling confident that my 
words will appeal to all who desire to preserve 
our English free from ‘‘errors’’ of speech and 
style. : K, E. SCOFIELD.

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The Loyalty of the South. 


Chicago Times-Herald: In a statement which 
is being prepared by Adjutant General Corbin, 
showing the cortributions of the various states 
and territories to the volunteer army, it will 
be demonstrated that the south has furnished 
more men in proportion to population that the 
north has, and that more soldiers have en- 
listed from Georgia than from any other state 
in the union. No stronger proof of the thcr- 
ough reconstruction of the south could possibly 
be furnirhed. Whatever the people of the 
south may have to say concerning domestic 
issues, they are unquestionably loyal to the 
flag. 

There is no place in the south for Atkinsons 
or other people who are opposed to the suc- 
cess of American arr&s in the present unavoid- 
able conflict. The true spirit of loyalty is 
afiame in the southern breast, not that loyalty 
of the south is of that warm, chivalrous na- 
ture that demands action rather than mere 
passive acquiescence. 

The war in the Philippines is not looked upon 
in the south as a matter with which politics 
has any concern. The people of the south un- 
derstand that the present administration is not 
responsible for it, and they are_in nowise in- 
clined to refrain from following the flag sim- 
ply because a republican carries it forward. 
They remember that the south was eager for 
the war for the liberation of Cuba, and that 
the war in the Philippines is an unavoidable 
sequel to it. They thought the war with Spain 
wus justified, and they did not hesitate to do 
their share of the fighting. Now they are 
loyal enough and broad enough to see that 
the United States cannot afford to emerge from 
that war or any of its consequences save with 
honor for itself and respect for its flag wher- 
ever it may float. 

The best sentiment of the south is voiced by 
the democratic Atlanta Constitution, which 
says: 

‘For the war and its results up to the pres- 
ent moment the democrats are as responsible 
as the republicans. They forced it on the party 
in power and compelled the administration 
to take steps to rescue the Cubans from Span- 
ish oppression. The war was begun for hu- 
manity, and if the people of the country have 
not concluded to change the character of our 
institutions and to make the flag stand for a 
policy foreign to our history, our traditions and 
our organic law, it will end as it begun, in 
behalf of humanity, in behalf of the rights of 
man, in behalf of freedom and self-govern- 
ment.’’ 

Thus the philosophy of the situation is set 
forth in a paragtaph. Is the freedom which 
we enjoy good enough for the Filipinos? Evi- 
dently the people of the south believe it is. 
They themselves are satisfied with our form 
of government; they have faith in our insti- 
tutions, and they are willing to risk their lives 
in keeping the flag free from the stains of dis- 
honor. Theirs is a loyalty that rises above po- 
litical quibbling; a loyalty that knows no 
questions of party policy; a loyalty that sees 
the flag planted upon the enemy’s works and 
sweeps toward it! 

This is the loyalty that fnsures the ever- 
lasting stability of the republic, and is the de- 
spair of the demagogue.

In this portion of the 
investigation the prosecution is trying to 
establish the charge that Captain Slaugh- 
ter detailed two of his men to secure evi- 
dence for J. T. McCartney, who sought 

a divorce from his wife, and that Captain 
Slaughter made no report of the matter 
to the chief; that he received $8, of which 
no report was made; that he afterwards 
swore falsely before a commissioner in 
saying that Chairman Patterson ordered 
him to do the work done and that the 
money was paid for legitimate expenses. 
The defense will contend that all neces-

Chairman Patterson ever saw McCartney, 
for Captain Slaughter MeCartney 
went to Chairman Patterson's office and 
that the chairman then and there tele- 
phoned him to do he work for McCart- 
ney.

An effort was made by the defense to 
keep Chairman Patterson from serving 
on the board as he intended to swear that 
Slaughter had perjured himself.

The Charges Against Slaughter. 

Captain Bradley Siaughter, the head of 
the city detective department, was ar- 
raigned beitore ihe board of police com- 
Missioners iast night on the cnarges that 
Were preferred against him three weeks 
ago. 

These charges were in three counts, em- 
bracing alleged violations of police rules 
in failing to make proper reports to the 
chief of police, on alleged fauure to carry 
out the orders of the chief, and alleged 
complicity with Defective Green Conn in 
appropriating money for work done for 
Outside parties. The fast count is said 
to be a misdemeanor, 

Such a crowd of witnesses and specta- 
tors was present that the board adjourned 
to the recorder’s courtroom, At least 200 
people were present to witness the trial. 

Chairman Patterson occupied the re- 
corder’s chair, and the members of the 
police board were seated on either side 
of him on the platform. 

It was announced that the proceedings 
would be officially reported by court 
Stenographers Parry and McCord. 

Messrs, L. Z. Rosser, B. H. Hill and W. 
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H. Terrell appeared as attorneys for Cap- 
tain Slaughter. 

City Attorney Anderson, Assistant City 
Attorney Pendleton and Colonel W. ‘ 
Moyers represented the prosecution. 

Secretary W. O. Jones, of the board, 
read the full official charges. 

Mr. Hill pleaded ‘‘not guilty’’ for 
tain Slaughter. 

Chairman Patterson said before going 
into the trial he wished to say a few 
words. 

“I desire to say,’ said the chairman, 
“that the report that I have any personal 
enmity to Captain Slaughter is not true. 
[ also wish to take the responsibility of 
employing Colonel Moyers in the case. I 
shall not vote on the portion of the 
charges relating to the Ohio divorce case, 
in which I am a witness.” 

Chairman Objetted, Too. 

Mr. Hill stated that he did not think Mr. 
Patterson should preside in the trial at 
all, as he would testify in direct conflict 
to the statement of Captain Slaughter. 

“We respectfully ask that the chair- 
man retire.’’ 

Colonel Moyers arose and said; 

“Before that matter is acted upon J 
Wish to say that I will not act as counsel 
for the prosecution unless it is the unan- 
imous Wish of the board, and 1 will retire 
until the question is decided.” 

Colonel Moyers retired and the board by 
& unanimous vote decided that Colonel 
Moyers was wanted, 

Colonel Moyers returned. 

City Attorney Anderson stated that 
they took issue with the defense on -the 
chairman acting, ‘The chairman has gone 
to the limit when he declines to vote on 
that part of the case in which he will tes- 
tify,” said the city attorney. ‘Jurors are 
taken from the box to testify.’’ 

Mr. Rosser said the supreme court had 
decided that a judge could not testify. 

“If that is so,’ said the city attorney, 
“I think the defense should produce its 
authority.”’ 

Mr. Hill made an argument on the right 
of Chairman Patterson to act. 

“The most serious tcharge 
Staughter,’’ said Mr. Hill, “is 
swore falsely in the Ohio divorce ease, 
and the chairman is the main witness 
against him. Mr. Patterson cannot give 
the defendant a fair trial if he goes 
into the case believing the defendant to 
haves been a perjurer.

The city attorney stated that the ros- 
ecution would first go into the McCartney 
Ohio divorce case, in which Captain 
Siaughter is charged with receiving 
money for outsi@e work, which was not 
reported to the chief, and with swearing 
falsely. 

Chairman Patterson stated that that 
being the portion of the charges in which 
he is a witness, he would retire as chair- 
man. Vice Chairman Johnson took the 
chair. 

Chief Manly on the Stand. 

The first witness was Chief Manly. He 
was questioned by Colonel Moyers. His 
testimony was that he was the chief of 
police and Captain Slaughter worked un- 
der him. Hewitt and Looney were det-o- 
tives under Captain Slaughter. 

When the chief was asked about his 
orders to Captain Slaughter, the defense 
objected on the ground that the rulea 
were in writing. 

Chief Manly said he never knew of the 
detective department working on the Mc- 
Cartney divorce case until long after- 
wards. The first he knew of it was when 
Chairman Patterson mentioned the mat- 
ter in a meeting of the board. He asked 
Slaughter about it and he admitted he 
had detailed Hewitt and Looney to do 
the work. Reports are required to be 
kept by che detective department, but no 
report was ever made of the McCartney 
matter py Captain Slaughter. 

“Captain Slaughter told me,” said Chief 
Manly, “that he had been instructed to 
detail Hewitt and Looney on the Mc- 
Cuitney case by Chairman Patterson. 
He denied ever receiving any money in 
the case and if Hewitt and Looney fre- 
ceived any money they made no report 
of it to him. 

The prosecution announced that Chief 
Maniy was wanted in other branches of 
the charges, but he ‘would only be ex- 
amined about the McCartney matter at 
present.

New York, October 16.—By Associated Press:
